dooties* That won't be vcry hard fof 

^Stay a hit, Hoppy/' said the other 
^I want a wotd with ye about some- 
thin' eise* Do ye mind Johnny Phelan 
that skipped from Qancy's saloon last 
month with the caih box?^ 

^Yes,'' Said Hoppy, ^what of it?^ 
""WcH/^ Said the other with a broad 
grin and giving Hoppy a conciliatory 
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nudgc in the rih&, ^they do say tliat 
yoti know where he is, Hoppy*^ 

''Well,'' Said Hoppy, lookin^ his
